A review of bills passed at the 
recent session of the 54th Texas 
Legislature, compiled by the Re­ 
tail 
Merchants 
Association 
of 
Texas, shows that more than a 
score of measures affecting re­ 
tailers of the state have been 
signed into law. 
T. M. Hasty, manager, said he 
had been advised by the State 
RMA office in Austin that bills 
relating to collection, wage as­ 
signments, sales prices (grocery 
items), and taxes were among 
the more important enacted. 
A breakdown by subjects of the 
laws passed follows: 
Unfair Sales — Effective Sep­ 
tember 6, a new law prohibits 
grocers from limiting purchases 
on merchandise offered for sale 
below cost. 
Collections—The Small Claims 
Courts Act has been amended to 
provide for a fee of $1.00 to the 
citation serving officer and auth­ 
orizes the usual court fees for 
levying 
executions 
to 
enforce 
judgments. 
Holidays — November ll has 
been officially designated Vet­ 
eran’s Day. Banks and Trust 
Companies are given permission 
to close on Saturdays. 
State Taxes—A one-cent a gal­ 
lon additional tax on gasoline. 
A one-cent a package additional 
tax on cigarets. 
Collection of State Taxes—The 
method of collecting a 2.2 per 
cent tax on radio and TV has 
been amended in a measure that 
will become effective September 
I. The tax remains on the seller 
making sale and requires whole 
salers to pay the tax on sales to 
institutions, hotels, and others. 
The retailer is required to file a 
quarterly report showing a start­ 
ing and ending inventory on both 
TVs and radios. The bill further 
requires TV and radio dealers 
to be bonded to guarantee pay­ 
ment of the tax and requires re­ 
tailers to secure a permit and au­ 
thorizes the State Comptroller to 
collect audit fees from the deal­ 
ers.

ANY Christians today become 
confused when they read the 
prophecies of the Old Testament. 
They do not seem to be either 
plain or profitable, because they 
are written in a strange style and 
the reader has no way of knowing, 
without help, just 
w h e re an d w hy 
and when and to 
whom these words 
were first spoken 
o r w ritte n . T h is 
column is much to 
short a space for 
stra ig h te n in g out 
the tangles in even 
one ch a p te r. The 
th in g to b e a r in Dr. Forem an 
mind is that there is enough in 
Scripture that is plain to any man, 
enough to give him all he needs to 
know about God and his will for 
us. This column this week will con­ 
sider one 
general thought: 
the 
promises of God, as they are found 
in 
the 
pages 
of the 
prophets 
particularly. 


The Prophet 
The promises of God are never 
m ade directly, as by a loudspeaker 
in the sky. The sam e promise m ay 
be m ade to m any persons; but 
not all at once. The message first 
takes shape under the skull of 
one man, a holy, sensitive man, 
with spiritual insight, 
generally 
with great courage and persist­ 
ence: in short, a prophet. We do 
not know for certain just what 
the process is by which a divine 
truth gets into the human mind 
of the prophet; but when first the 
divine truth enters the human 
sphere, it comes as an idea, a 
thought, in some prophet’s mind. 
Sometimes more than one prophet 
may say the sam e thing, as when 
Isaiah. Jerem iah and Ezekiel were 
all predicting the return of the 
Jews to Jerusalem . Sometimes the 
prophet stands entirely alone. But 
the prophet is like the lookout in 
the crow's nest of a ship, sighting 
the dim landfall before any one 
on deck can see it. 


The Promise 
^ 


Sometimes the signal the proph­ 
et’s keen spirit caught from on 
high spelled disaster; sometimes 
it was like “news behind news,” 
a com m entary on the why of 
events in past or present. But 
often, indeed m ore often than any­ 
thing else, the m essage of the 
prophet is a promise. You can 
sum up all the promises there 
are into one sentence: 
God is 
good; he desires the good of all 
his children; and he will bring 
good to pass. One w riter in the 
New Testam ent suggests that the 
prophets did not always under­ 
stand their own m essages; they 
were like radio receivers crossed 
by static. Be that as it may, we 
know from reading the Gospels 
that the people who read the 
prophets, even the professional in­ 
terpreters, did not always under­ 
stand what they read. The prom ­ 
ises were set in obscure language, 
often in poetry. One feature how­ 
ever is clear. The focus and cen­ 
ter of the prophet’s hope and 
dream was the Messiah. It is true, 
their descriptions were so m isread 
that 
when Jesus Christ 
came, 
most of his fellow - countrymen, 
m easuring 
him 
by 
the 
literal 
words of these promises, did not 
recognize him. But there were 
those who did. The Christian dis­ 
covers that all the best good that 
God desires for his children is 
summed up in Christ and what he 
does for men.

The Present 
^ 
*■ 
; 
What can a Christian today do 
with the promises passed on by 
the prophets? Soma of them refer 
no doubt to events long since past, 
as when Ezekiel and Jerem iah 
predict the destruction of Babylon. 
The Christian can take such prom­ 
ises to support his faith that God 
does rule in the history of men; 
that his decrees are certain, his 
foreknowledge sure. Some of the 
promises are still unfulfilled, as 
when a prophet predicts the utter 
destruction of evil from this earth 
and the coming of a tim e of uni­ 
versal peace. A Christian can live 
by such hope even when (just as 
in the prophet’s own days) the 
hope seems out of reach entirely. 
Where the prophet speaks of God’s 
Servant the Coming One, we can 
use such promises to deepen our 
understanding of what Christ is 
to m ean to the world. But every 
once in a while, in reading the 
prophets, one discovers that spans 
past, present and future. It was a 
promise m ade good long ago; it 
will come true in centuries to 
come; it is true this present hour. 
Such a promise is to be found, 
for instance, in Isaiah 55:6-7.

Duck Season From 


Nov. I to Jan. 15 


Is Announced 


AUSTIN, Aug. 15—The Texas 
duck season probably will open 
Nov. 2 and close Jan. 35, How­ 
ard Dodgen, executive secretary 
of the game and fish commission 
shid Monday. 
Dodgen said the U. S. fish and 
wildlife service has authorized a 
maximum of 75 consecutive duck 
hunting days ending no later 
than Jan. 15. 
Goose hunting would be re­ 
stricted to 60 days, likely run­ 
ning from Nov. 17 through Jan. 
15. 
Dodgen said a partial poll of 
the nine-member state commis­ 
sion indicated favor for the Nov. 
2 and Nov. 17 opening dates. 
Regulations 
generally 
would 
be the same as last year, with 
hunting permitted from one-half 
hour before sunrise to sunset. 
Bag limits would be five per day 
and, IO in possession for ducks 
and five per day and five in 
possession for geese.

Farm Bureau is defined as a 
Free F arm er’s 
organization in 
rural America. 
Entirely set up by farm ers and 
ranchers; acting through their 
selected leaders, w ithout compen­ 
sation. 
In order to qualify to vote in 
the organization the m ajor por­ 
tion of the member’s income m ust 
come from the farm , ranch or 


dairy. 
.. , 
So, you see it is necessarily 
run by farm ers as they see fit to 
operate the organization to pro­ 
mote their own interest. 
It is financed by voluntary 
dues paid by farm ers and the ex­ 
penditures of these funds as au­ 
thorized by the Board of Direc­ 
tors and all expenditures 
are 
itemized and recorded. 
It is the one organization rn 
the Nation through which farm ­ 
ers can do w hat they want to do 
unhampered by anyone. 
The organization is basically 
sound 
and 
purely 
democratic 
since it develops its policies on 
the farm level as a free enter­ 
prise and has to do with imme­ 
diate farm problems. 
These policies then come on up 
through the community, County, 
State and finally become the poli­ 
cies of the National organization. 
Today the issues are clear cut 
and the agricultural situation is 
critically serious, since the cost- 
price squeeze has placed agricul­ 
ture in the most precarious fi­ 
nancial situation of any segment | 
of our economy. 
1 
So, the need for immediate and 
effective action will demand the 
most intensive action on the part 
of our Farm Bureau membership 
and present the g reatest chal­ 
lenge in a decade to his initiative. 
There is no other organised 
group who can as thoroughly and 
effectively meet today’s agrieul 
tural problems as this group if 
they will really assert themselves 
and expend the efforts of which 
they are capable. 
No one remedy or act will meet 
the entire situation. It will re­ 
quire an approach from many 
angles and involve cooperation on 
the part of all concerned. 
This will never be satisfactor­ 
ily solved by politicians unless 
guided by sound principles de­ 
veloped by the producers them ­ 
selves.

The city, which had just under 
3000 population in 1950, now has 
an estim ated population of about 
3300. T. M. H asty, Chamber of 
Commerce 
m anager, 
estim ates 
that during the first half of 1956, 
the population will be more than 
1000 higher than the 1950 census. 
The 
Decatur 
F irst 
National 
Bank right now is in the middle 
of a remodeling program which 
will help modernize the square. 
And out on the campus at De­ 
catur B aptist College, one of the 
oldest junior colleges to be found 
any place, they are getting ready 
for a modernizing and building 
program . 
In fact, there probably is no 
program at any college that will 
result 
in 
as 
great a . campus 
change. The school’s old admin­ 
istration building with its eail> 
architecture will be replaced by 
ultra-m odern buildings.

Vaccine Shipment Expected 
Arrival of 50,838 shots of Salk 
polio vaccine was expected by 
the 
State Health 
Department 
this week. 
This is part of Texas allot­ 
ment of 1,177,069 shots in ad­ 
dition to the vaccine given free 
to first and second grade school 
children. 
Under the “volunteer control” 
plan adopted by the State Polio 
Vaccine Committee, 83 per cent 
will be allocated for commercial 
use, 
17 per cent for 
public 
agencies. 
This week’s shipment was to 
come from the Wyeth Labora­ 
tories in Marietta, Pa. 
Meanwhile, Health D e p a r t - 
ment figui’es showed polio on the 
increase. Forty-five new cases 
were reported during the past 
week, bringing the 1955 total to 
939. 
Of the victims 45 had received 
Salk vaccine. 
Crop Prospects Improve 
August predictions for 1955 
Texas farm production, though 
improved since early summer, 
fell below 1954 figures. 
U. S. Department of Agricul­ 
ture forecasts showed a probable 
cotton crop of 3.9 million bales— 
one per cent lower thain 1954. 


But the prospective 273-pound 
yield per acre is the highest 
since 1866. Improved soil mois­ 
ture, irrigation and new yield- 
increasing practices by growers 
are credited for the high figure. 
Texas cotton acreage is nearly 
one million acres less than for 
1954. 


Widespread s u m m e r rain* 
have upped the estimated wheat 
crop by more than two million 
bushels. In June the USDA fore­ 
cast a total of 11,883,000 bush­ 
els; by August the figure waa 
raised to 14,212,000. 
Even with the improved out­ 
look the 1955 crop will be less 
than half that in 1954. 
High yields of hay also were 
foreseen as a result of showers. 
Sorghum, corn and peanuts yore 
aided. 
On the unfavorable side, rains 
delayed insect control programs 
and created a critical problem 
in cotton fields. 
Book Lists Mailed 
A list of 318 proposed public 
school textbooks has been mailed 
out to county and district sup­ 
erintendents. 
Dr. J. W. Edgar, state com­ 
missioner of education, urged 
they may be made available for 
public inspection. 
Petitions and suggestions will 
be heard by the 15-member state 
textbook committee b e t w e e n 
Sept. 15 and Oct. I. Its recom­ 
mendations will be drawn up 
Oct. 3-8. 
Actual adoption will be by the 
commissioner and State Board 
of Education. Texts chosen will 
be for use in September, 1956. 
Schools Satisfy Parents 
Seven out of eight parents 
either are satisfied with Texas 
public schools or are too unin­ 
formed to have an opinion. 
That conclusion 
was drawn 
from study of 16,788 “parent 
reactionnaires” circulated in 59 
| school districts by the Texas As­ 
sociation 
of 
School 
Adminis­ 
trators. 
Survey 
results 
w e r e 
a n ­ 
nounced last week in Austin by 
Dr. Kenneth E. McIntyre who 
coordinated tabulation. 
Criticism, he said, was aimed 
more at high schools than lower 
grades. Also some parents felt 
flhe schools fell short in develop­ 
ing “good behavior.”
